I had not the Honour of his 
Acqua intance, I reſolved to pitch upon his Coun · 
ſel, as the beſt I could think of, and ſent Mr. 
Soamms to him, to deſire his Opinion thereupon, 
who returned with Sir Peter's Advice, That 1 
ſhould appear when called, and declare -plainly 
every Thing I knew, before the Parliament; for! 
ſaid be, if the Lord Godoiſphin has been wanting 
in his Duty, it is but reaſonable he ſhould be ex-

I received his Civilities with grateful Acknow- 
ledgments, and when he came to Stugard, he

ol Excellent Princeſs, the late Electreſs Sophia. 
I was preſented to the Elector, now his preſent 
Majeſty, and afterwards to her Royal Highneſs, 
now Princeſs of Vales, with Monſieur de Leil- 
uitz's Letter, which ſhe receiv*d very.Gracioully, 
as they Both did me. She told me, that ſhe had ſeen 
the Papers I had ſent to the late Electreſs, which 
had procured me her particular Reſpets. 
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I want Words to expreſs the winning; eaſy; af- 
fable Behaviour, and ſweet good Temper of her 
Royal Highneſs at that time, to all our Country- 
men, particularly to my Self; I told her of all 
my Proceedings at Vienna, and of the good Dif.
